The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record lacks teachings of a method to perform a surgical procedure wherein a 
braided suture having an outer cylindrical wall and lumen extending coaxially 
therethrough and a length of the suture extending through the lumen forming a loop. 
The method include attaching the loop to a patient's tissue via a cannula and causing 
the tissue to move by pulling a free the proximal end portion of the suture until the tissue 
is securely lock by the loop.

record.
